“In the view of the Government 
this need not’ be taken as in any 
way a cause for alarm, but, as the 
destination of such evacuation would 
probably be Manila in the first place, 
all persons who are likely to be 
affected by such an order are advise 
ed to be vaccinated forthwith.” 


It is understood that preliminary 
steps in the evacuation Plan were 
taken yesterday when clearances of 
seme ships were cancelled and they 
were held In harbour. 

Since the recent request to all 
British’ subjects to notify changes of 
addresses there has been no further 
oMectal statement oh the subject of 
evacuation, An unsuccessful effort 
was made yesterday to obtain ‘a 
stutement because of rumours that 
the original plan had been varied, 
owing to shortage of ships or other 
reasons, ; : 

It is understood that if evacuation 
becomes necessary the following pre~ 
eedences will “be obseryed—first, 
wives und children of men of the 
regular forces; ‘second, wives ond 
children of European’ Volunteers;
